Hanoi’s chief negotiator told 
the 152nd session of the Viet­ 
nam peace conference that a 
cease-fire can take place “ after 
agreem ent on all the m ilitary 
a nd political qnest ions." ’ 


Xuan Thuy scoffed at P resi­ 
dent Nixon’s May 8 plan, which 
included a call for a cease-fire, 
saying it contains “ nothing new 
and constructive.” 


U.S. A m bassador William J. 
P orter had urged acceptance of 
the cease-fire, saying: “ There 
seem s to be 
no 
more 
com ­ 
pelling task for us than that of 
ending the killing and doing so 
as soon as we can. Cease-fire is 
the key.” 
Porter said an end to the 
shooting 
would 
enhance 
the 
prospects for political negotia­ 
tion. 
But 
Thuy said that

OFFENSIVE AND UNENFORCEABLE 
LAWS 
Although advocacy of antigun laws 
persists in Congress, there is abundant 
evidence of little public support for these 
laws. Late in 1971, a handgun confisca­ 
tion bill was submitted to Congress by a 
Senator from Michigan — where there 
also appeared to be little support for the 
bill. 
A poll by The Detroit Free Press, the 
largest newspaper in Michigan’s largest 
city, found that 74.5 percent of its read­ 
ers were against the bill, while only 25.5 
percent were for it. The Senator report­ 
ed that since the announcement of the 
proposed legislation, mail from constitu­ 
ents has been running heavily against 
it. One letter writer commented, “ . 
only honest citizens will turn in their 
guns, leaving them at the mercy of 
criminals who do not.” Even the defini­ 
tion of a “handgun” as provided in the 
bill makes little sense. It defines the 
handgun as “anv weapon designed or re­ 
designed. or made or remade, and intend­ 
ed to be fired while in one hand, having 
a barrel less than 10 inches in length 
ft 
Apparently, ihe sponsors of this par­ 
ticular antigun law are convinced that 
violent crime in the United States would 
be largely eradicated if only the length 
of gun barrels could be controlled toy the 
federal government. This is precisely the 
kind of law-making nonsense that weak­ 
ens respect for the law while, at the 
same time, stripping the law abiding of 
one of their most fundamental rights— 
the right of gun ownership.

MONSTER POLLUTER 
Vandalism has risen to such heights 
th at the new John F. Kennedy Center 
for the Performing Arts in Washington, 
D. C., has asked Congress for an “emer­ 
gency” $1.5 million appropriation to keep 
the Center open for tourists. Visitors to 
the Center — between 6.000 and 20,000 
every day—have removed or defaced ev­ 
erything* within reach and more guards 
are needed to make people behave. Re­ 
portedly, crystal chandeliers have been 
stripped, pieces of rugs and curtains 
snipped away; faucets pried from bath­ 
room basins. Not only do the tourists 
steal everything moveable, but they leave 
souvenirs of their visits in the form of 
cigarette burns and smears of candy and 
chewing gum. 
This kind of destruction of public prop­ 
erty makes something of a joke out of 
public concern for the environment and 
public interest in natural beauty. Per­ 
haps it is true that a very small percent­ 
age of the public is made up of vandals 
and litterers, but the fact remains that 
the public is environmentally destruct­ 
ive. Left to its own devices, it is a mon­ 
ster that makes the alleged industrial 
exploiters of old look puny by compar­ 
ison. In reality, much of today’s disre­ 
gard for environmental aesthetics is the 
result of a general lack of respect for the 
rights of other persons and their prop­ 
erty.

Bull 
observed: “ Converting coal to 
liquid costs about the same as 
removing oxides and particulat­ 
es from smoke stack emmissions 
plus the additional benefits of 
a wider range of useful by-pro­ 
ducts and other cost-saving fac­ 
tors.” 
The Power shortage has re­ 
ceived Congressional considera­ 
tion. Fifth District Congressman 
El wood H. “ Bud” Hill is said: 
“The energy crisis which is now 
before us is a very serious prob­ 
lem. 
I 
recently saw figures 
where the Federal Power Com* 
mnission estimates that electric 
bills will triple by 1900, partic­ 
ularly if we don’t move ahead in 
construction of additional facil­ 
ities including quite a few nu­ 
clear generator facilities. I was 
informed that by 1980, the con­ 
sumption of oil in this country 
will be approximately 24 million 
barrels per day, and of this 12 
million barrels will have to be 
imported. Much of this comes 
from lands and areas of the 
world that are really hotly con­ 
tested for influence between us 
and Soviet Union.” 
Hillis agrees that we will have 
to try “to equate and balance 
our need of energy and the pro­ 
tection of our environment.” He 
noted that the Ford Foundation 
had earmaked 12 million for a 15 
month study on. energy policy.

There are an estimated 
1500 years worth of coal under 
the ground, but due to pollution 
regulations, we may not be able 
to burn it. Our largest rivers 
have no mere space left for con­ 
struction of dams for generation 
of electricity, and our entire 
supply of uranium could disap­ 
pear in just two more decades." 
This brings us to the need 
for the $5 billion Alaskan pipe­ 
line. There are 30 billion bar­ 
rels of oil and 20 trillion cubic 
feet of natural gas on the north 
slope. To import the equivalent 
from the mid-east, we would 
have to invest $13.5 billion in 
new tankers; $! billion in new 
ports; $18 billion in new refin­ 
eries; and $6 billion in liquid 
gas equipment.

rective tacked on for withdraw­ 
al of all U.S. military forces 
from the Indochina war by Oct. 
1.

The Oct. 1 war puliipt in. re­ 
turn for release of American 
prisoners and a cease-fire “to 
the extent necessary to achieve 
safe withdrawal” of U.S. forces 
was approved Tuesday by the 
House 
Foreign Affairs 
Com­ 
mittee. 18 to 17. 
It was the first, war-pullout 
directive ever initiated by the 
committee and reversed its en­ 
dorsement two months ago of 
President Nixon’s offer of U.S. 
withdrawal four months after a 
total Indochina cease-fire. 
The 
antiwar 
measure 
was 
written into a new $2.13-billion 
military foreign-aid bill, cut by 
the commttee $162 mllion be­ 
low Nixon's request. 
The Senate voted 50 to 45 
Monday night in favor of cut­ 
ting off all money for the war 
within four months. The meas­ 
ure was written into a $1.8-bil- 
lion military aid bill which then 
was killed by a 48-42 vote. 
House leaders are pressing 
for a quick vote to send the 
new foreign-aid bill back to the 
Senate next week.

language 
was 
proposed by Rep. Lee Ham­ 
ilton. D-Ind., who said he has 
no estimate on prospects for 


House approval next week. Nor 
does he know whether his pro­ 
posal actually would force U.S. 
troops out of the war by Oct. I, 
be said.

Even though he is past the need 
for a daily nap, he can benefit 
from an 'established time in. the 
day for i quiet time along in 
Ids room. 
Today's children are constant­ 
ly bombarded by stimuli from 
every direction. Some are so 
conditioned by constant activity 
fhaf they become anxious and 
restless when left on their own 
resources. They need regular 
times in their daily routine in 
which to unwind and relax •— 
fust like adults. 
You will need to choose the 
light time for your child ac­ 
cording to you and your fam­ 
ily needs. He might need an 
R and R time just before lunch 
or dinner. Immediately follow­ 
ing lunch time could be another 
possibility. 
Whatever time you choose, Dr. 
Wilms says to try to make it 
a regular part, of the day’s rou­ 
tine. Let him know that you are 
not expecting him to take a nap. 
Do explain that everyone needs 
a regular rest and quiet time— 
he can read, look at pictures, 
color, or simply just rest and 
think.

Tree Trunks Can 
Be Damaged 
By Lawnmowers 


LAFAYETTE, Ind. — Tree 
trunks often suffer from “lawn- 
moweritis.” And the results can 
be serious. 
The homeowner who is con­ 
tinually bumping or bruising 
tree trunks around the yard with 
his lawnmower may be embark­ 
ing on troubles. 
Clipping the bark on trees In 
this manner not only makes the 
trunk look bad, counsels John A. 
Wott, Purdue Univesity exten­ 
sion home environment horticul­ 
turist, but also makes an easy 
entrance for diseases and in­ 
sects. 
There Is no reason for such 
abuse, says the horticulturist, 
yet more trouble of this kind is 
being reported 'than ever. 
To prevent the mower frame 
or wheels from tearing into the 
bark, dig out a small circular 
area around the tree. This way 
you will not need to mow close 
to the trunk. 
A two inch layer of mulch can 
be used around the trunk or ev­ 
en ground covers such as pachy- 
sandra, vinca, or Euonymus, 
suggests Wott. 
For small trees, prepare an 
area about 1.2 inches wide around 
the tree by removing all the 
sod. For larger trees you may 
want to enlarge the diameter of 
the hole. An occasional weeding 
may be necessary when a few 
presistent weeds come through 
the oganic mulch. 
Some homeowners prefer to 
cover the basin with a sheet of 
plack plastic and then add the 
mulch. 
A neat, circular area around 
the trunk not only keeps the 
tree from mower injury, but it 
also makes lawn trimming eas­ 
ier. Furthermore, a well kept 
circular section can add beauty 
to your total landscape picture.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Senate voted Wednesday to ban 
for 15 years the killing and im­ 
porting of whales, sea otters, 
dolphins and other ocean mam­ 
mals. 
It approved, 88 to 2, a bill 
which its sponsors say attempts 
to steer a middle course be­ 
tween 
conservationists 
who 
would ban the taking of all 
such creatures and the com­ 
mercial interests who fear a 
permanent ban will hurt fishing 
and other 'Occupations, princi­ 
pally of Alaska and the Pacific 
Northwest. 
The bill gives the secretary 
of commerce authority to issue 
special permits for scientific 
and commercial fishing pur­ 
poses, exempts Alaska’s 
Es­ 
kimo and native populations 
and includes other specific ex­ 
ceptions. 
The bill also exempts the 
tuna industry from the first two 
years of the 15-year morator­ 
ium, giving tuna fishermen a 
special grace period in which to 
find ways of catcMng tuna that 
do not involve killing porpoises. 
The House passed a similar 
bill March 9, 1972. 
Differences between the two 
must be resolved in a Confer­ 
ence Committee.

proceedings

The Indiana Supreme Court,

Criminal Court Tuesday. 
Chief Justice Norman F. Ar­ 
te rfourn said in the order, “We 
draw from the decision of the

(AP) —' Assassins killed two 
more men in Belfast during the 
night and the Irish Republican 
Army hit back at British troops 
who have invaded their strong­ 
holds. 
The militant Protestant Ul­ 
ster Defense Association said it 
would throw up a blockade to­ 
day to stop all fuel oil deliv­ 
eries to Londonderry’s Bogside 
and Creggan districts, hoping 
to force the Catholic families to 
move out of the IRA strong­ 
holds. Their idea was that then 
the army would go in and 
round up the guerrillas. 
The charred bodies of the two 
men were found in a burning 
car in a Protestant zone of 
North Belfast, bringing Ulster’s 
recorded death toll in three 
years of religious warfare to 
475.

the operation July 11 said 29 of 
the 31 U.S. Marine Corps heli­ 
copters that brought the South 
Vietnamese battalion in were 
hit by ground fire. He 
said 
most of them were able to fly 
out of the battle area and pre­ 
sumably made it back to the 
7th Fleet landing ships from 
which they came. 
The U.S. Command reported 
on the day of the landing that 
one of the big CH53 helicopters 
was shot down, and later it said 
two of the American crewmen 
were missing and several were 
wounded. But not until today 
did the South Vietnamese com­ 
mand. in response to a query, 
admit that 50' South 'Vietnamese 
m arines on board were killed.
